Kindly amend Claim 33 and add Claims 34-74 as follows: 

33. (amended) The method according to Claim 32 wherein zipper cross-seals formed by said 
step of cross-sealing the ends of the reclosable zipper extend into package cross-seals formed by 
said step of cross-sealing said folded film. 

34. (new) A method of manufacturing recloseable packages, said method comprising: 

providing a first wall panel opposing a second wall panel;
